T he Movie and Television Review and Classification Board is 
mandated to regulate and classify motion pictures, television 
programs, and publicity materials. It is also tasked to promote 
an environment leading to authentic and responsible self-regulation 
and initiate plans and cooperate with the movie and television indus¬ 
tries as sources of fueling the national economy. Thus, it is clear that 
the Board is discharging both regulatory and developmental functions. 

It is in recognition of this pivotal role that the Board has implemented 
various programs and activities in recent years. 

The Board has started its advocacy campaign on “Matalinong 
Panonood” under the leadership of former Chairperson Mary Grace 
Poe-Llamanzares and has been continued and expanded by present 

Chairperson Eugenio H. Villareal to its pre¬ 
sent form “Para sa Matalinong Panoood ng 
Pamilya nina Juan at Juana” as a result of the 
adoption of the revised classification ratings 
for films and television which seek to em¬ 
power the Filipino family, particularly parents 
at the grassroots level, such that family members are able to evaluate 
and intelligendy choose media and entertainment content. 

The Board has also endeavoured to promote a globally-competitive 
movie and television industries and a value-based media and entertain¬ 
ment culture. 

In 2013, the Board acquired its own 
state-of-the-art digital projector system 
as part of its modernization program to 
increase efficiency and better serve the 
stakeholders of the film and television 
industries. Another aspect of the mod¬ 
ernization program is the improvement 
of the three (3) preview rooms, particu¬ 
larly their audio and visual equipment. 
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In terms of revenue collection, the Board exceeded its annual revenue 
targets. In CY 2012, the MTRCB’s revenue collection reached 
P84,507,208.76. It again outdid itself in CY 2013 when its annual reve¬ 
nue collection reached P91,544,060.25. For CY 2014, the MTRCB ex¬ 
pects to fare even better in the area of revenue collection in the light 
of the implementation of its revised schedule of fees and charges 
starting last 1 January 2014. 

In its commitment to the development of both the movie and televi¬ 
sion industries, the Board has formed partnerships with other govern¬ 
ment agencies and other institutions. The Board has entered into a 

Memorandum of Agreement with the 
Land Transportation, Franchising and 
Regulatory Board (LTFRB), Maritime 
Industry Authority (MARINA), Cultural 
Center of the Philippines (CCP), various 
television networks, the Kapisanan ng 
mga Brodkaster sa Pilipinas (KBP), Phil¬ 
ippine Psychiatric Association (PPA) and 
the Polytechnic University of the Philippines just to name a few. It is 
closely collaborating on common advocacies with other partner insti¬ 
tutions such as the Gender Equality Committee (GEC) headed by the 
Presidential Communications Operations Office (PCOO), the Na¬ 
tional Youth Commission (NYC), People’s Television (PTV-4), and 
other partner institutions. 

In April 2014, the Board is slated to finalize initiatives with the Ateneo 
de Manila Human Rights Center (AHRC) so that the Agency will be 
afforded a rights-based approach in media-related issues involving 
women, children, PWDs, and other vulnerable sectors. The same holds 
true for the Directors’ Guild of the Philippines, Inc. (DGPI) to the 
end that constant creative engagement is held between the Board and 
filmmakers, to further establish the Agency as an “independent film 
hub,” consistent with its developmental mandate under Presidential 
Decree No. 1986.

The Movie and Television Review and Classi¬ 
fication Board successfully held its Family 
and Child on 27 July 2013 at Balay Kalinaw, 
University of the Philippines Diliman, Que¬ 
zon City. 

The summit, attended by almost 200 partici¬ 
pating families, children and youth, and inter¬ 
ested individuals coming from different or¬ 
ganizations and sectors, aimed to explore, 
discuss and adopt an industry-wide consen¬ 
sus in “best practices” to strengthen the Fili¬ 
pino family by creating and providing television programs that espouse 
traditional Filipino values. 

Child star Ryzza Mae Dizon and Board Member Gladys Reyes 
officially opened the program of the summit. The resource persons 
who generously shared their knowledge and expertise on issues of 
child protection and development and welfare of the youth were 
Dr. Ma. Lourdes, “Honey” A. Carandang, M l.A C Psychological 
Services for Well-Being and Ms. Emily Abrera, Chairperson of the 
Board of the Cultural Center of the Philippines (CCP). There were 
also celebrity couples, like Oyo Boy Sotto and Kristine Hermosa, 
Julius Babao and Tin-tin Bersola and Lander Vera Perez and 
Regine Tolentino, who were part of the panel discussion on the 
impact of MTRCB rating scheme on Filipino families today.

The speakers were Chairman Eugenio 
Villareal, Board Member Robert Andrews, Ms. Gichelle Cruz from 
Philippine Commission on Women and Sr. Consolata Manding from 
the Daughters of St. Paul. 

On 22 March 2013, MTRCB conducted the same seminar with the 
hosts, staff and crew of ABS-CBN’s ASAP 2013.

Implementation of the Local Regulatory Council Volunteer Program 

On 08 May 2013, the Board appointed twenty three (23) Local Regula¬ 
tory Council (LRC) volunteers from the media congregation of 
Daughters of St. Paul (coming from various provinces across the coun¬ 
try) to assist the MTRCB in the implementation of PD 1986 and its 
Implementing Rules and Regulations, pursuant to Sec. 3 (h), PD 1986 
and Sec. 2, Chapter XII, IRR of PD 1986. They are just some of many 
L RCs from various sectors. 

The LRCs are now actively involved in performing monitoring duties 
at the local level by monitoring compliance of theaters, cable 
operators, and common carriers with Presidential Decree No. 86 and 
its implementing rules, regulations, guidelines, circulars and other 
issuances as well as doing information campaigns in regard to the 
Matalinong Panonood campaign. 

As of March 2014, MTRCB has 204 LRC Volunteers from different 
areas of the country. They have been actively participating, mostly as 
organizers, in the Matalinong Panonood campaign of MTRCB.

The MTRCB Board, together 
with the Monitoring and Inspec¬ 
tion Agents, conducts regular 
monitoring and inspection on 
buses and ferries (the “New 
Theaters”) to ensure compliance 
with the Memorandum Circular 
No. 09-2011, which provides that 
PUVs can only exhibit movies 
with classification (theatrical) rat¬ 
ings of either General Patronage 
(G) or Parental Guidance (PG). 
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Theater Tour and Monitoring 

The MTRCB sees to it that theater operators comply with the policies, 
rules and regulations under Presidential Decree 1987. On 22 April 
2013, Chairman Eugenio Villareal with board members Mario A. Her¬ 
nando, Marta Ines Dayrit, and Atty. Gabriela Concepcion visited SM 
Mall of Asia Cinema, Newport Cinema at Resorts World, Rockwell 
Cinema, and Greenbelt Cinema and checked lobby displays and stand¬ 
ees carrying official MTRCB ratings. The Board also conducted mini¬ 
seminars with cinema porters and staff on matters that included the 
use of authentic deputy ID cards presented to theaters. 
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Theater Tour and Monitoring 


Monitoring and Inspection on “Stand Alone Theaters”. On 10 

March 2014, MTRCB conducted The Movie and Television Review 
and Classification Board (MTRCB) recently conducted an inspection 
on so-called “stand alone” theaters in the University Belt/Sta. Cruz 
area. The theatres inspected were Roben Theater, Vista Cinema, Dilson 
Theater, Amigo Theater, and Isetann Cineworld. 


Heading the team composed of Chief Registration Officer Atty. Ann 
Nemenzo and the Monitoring and Inspection Unit Agents were 
MTRCB Chairman Eugenio “Toto” Villareal and Board Member 
Robert Andrews. 


The team found Roben Theater display¬ 
ing a poster previously rated as “X” and 
an unapproved billboard. Two other thea¬ 
ters were also found not complying with 
the standee requirement under Memoran¬ 
dum Circular No. 10-2012. The require¬ 
ment is meant to inform moviegoers, es¬ 
pecially students in the area, that the 
movie may contain scenes, theme, language, and certain aspects of sex, 
violence, drugs and horror not fit for those under the age classification. 


Chairperson Villareal stressed the importance of compliance with 
MTRCB rules and regulations. He emphasized the age-suitability of the 
materials publicly exhibited and the primordial consideration that the 
youth are to be protected from unnecessary nuisance. He further ex¬ 
plained that since these theaters are located within the U-belt area, thus 
easily accessible to students, extra caution must be exercised by these 
theaters’ managers. 
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Launching and Implementation of the MTRCB Film Ratings Infomercial 


On 10 June 2013, MTRCB launched its MTRCB Film Ratings 
infomercial at Cinema 3 of Greenbelt 3 Mall. Like the TV ratings 
infomercial featuring the family of Carmina Villarroel and Zoren 
Legaspi, the new film ratings infomercial educates the public on the 
understanding and appreciation of the different film ratings made by 
the Board, especially the new Restricted-16 (R-16). 


A Memorandum of Agreement 
(MOA) was also signed by and 
among the MTRCB and officers/ 
representatives from different cine¬ 
mas and organization, such as 
Ayala Malls Cinema, Cinema 2000, 
Lucky China Town Cinema, 
Greenhills Theater Mall, Newport 
Cinema, Robinsons Movieworld, 
Power Plant Cinema, Sta. Lucia East Cinema, Gateway Cineplex, SM 
Cinemas and National Cinema Association of the Philippines (NCAP), 
to firm up support for the public exhibition of the infomercial, par¬ 
ticularly during trailer gaps, in every cinema.

Studio and Corporate Tour. In coordination with TV network and 
film outfit representatives, the Board visited three major networks: 
ABS-CBN (4 February, 2013), TV 5 (12 February 2013), and GMA (20 
February 2013). 

This initiative was meant to foster mutual understanding and coopera¬ 
tion among industry stakeholders and strengthen partnerships with 
them through tours and dialogue. The MTRCB is determined to in¬ 
crease communication lines with the stakeholders in co-regulating and 
developing television and film industries. 

Television network officers guided the Board around the studio and 
explained every process from pre-production, production up to post¬ 
production. During this tour, other concerns were raised by the televi¬ 
sion executives and officers through a mini-talk led by the Chairman. 

Furthermore, MTRCB also visited Viva Communications, Inc. on 16 
May 2013 and Eagle Broadcasting Corporation (EBC) on 14 June 
2013. 
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Engagement with the Movie and Television Industries 


Basic Seminar for Network and Film Representatives. The Mata- 
linong Panonood Campaign does not only focus on educating and em¬ 
powering the Filipino viewers. It is also the MTRCB’s objective to edu¬ 
cate and engage its stakeholders especially on rules and regulations im¬ 
plemented by the Agency. Thus, a Basic Seminar on MTRCB-Enforced 
Laws and Regulations was put into place. This free seminar was at¬ 
tended by liaison officers or representatives designated by various tele¬ 
vision networks and film outfits. The seminar was personally 

conducted by Chairman Eugenio Villareal, himself a professor of Law 
at the Ateneo de Manila Law School and a resident lecturer of the Joa¬ 
quin Bernas, SJ Center for Continuing Legal Education and Research, 
and took place every first Thursday of the month starting June of this 
year. 


This “four-sessions” seminar was marked by special topics such as Law 
and the Human Person, Constitutional Principles Relevant to Media and Enter¬ 
tainment, Presidential Decree 1986, Relevant Circulars and Rules of Procedure, 
Survey of Relevant Jurisprudence, and “Best Practices” in Beatings Determination 

and other issues. 


The first batch of participants had just completed the course on 
05 September 2013 and received their respective Certificates of 
Completion. 
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Engagement with the Movie and Television Industries 

Engagement with the Cable Industry Players. Although MTRCB 
has successfully achieved the full implementation of the revised classi¬ 
fication system for terrestrial television, the Board is now engaging and 
closely working with the cable industry stakeholders, through meetings 
and dialogues, to better understand the varying mechanisms on how 
cable channels are being operated in the Philippines in order to render 
a more realistic and effective rating advisories to the viewing public. 

On 19 February 2014, MTRCB invited cable industry associations, 
such as the Philippine Cable Television Association (PCTA) and the 
Federation of International Cable Television and Telecommunication 
Association of the Philippines (FICTAP), and the National Telecom¬ 
munications Commission to a Cable TV Orientation and Dialogue at¬ 
tended by the whole MTRCB Board. Vital issues and concerns were 
discussed and raised by MTRCB, PCTA, and FICTAP.

• Excess airing of advertisements over foreign programs. 

• Difficulty for each cable operator to put the program classi¬ 
fication because only advertisements and/or breaking news 
are allowed through crawlers. 

• Organizing a meeting amongst Cable TV players — program 
suppliers, PCAT, FICTAP with an end in view of agreeing 
to be more selective in terms of the contents of programs 
being aired. 

Further to this undertaking, the Cable Committee also organized a 
consultative meeting with the program suppliers on 13 March 2014, 
spearheaded by its member Ma. Lourdes Espinosa-Supnet. The meet¬ 
ing has come up with suggestions for the better implementation of the 
revised television classification system to all Cable or Pay TV channels. 

• Program suppliers suggested that MTRCB coordinate 
with Malaysian and Singaporean government and 
study the guidelines being implemented as regards 
program classification before uploading materials to 
various countries (i.e. application of their respective 
content standards). 

• MTRCB to assist the program suppliers in the organi¬ 
zation of their sector to have better implementation 
of the Agency’s guidelines. 

On 7 March 2014, Chairman Villareal was in¬ 
vited as key note speaker during the 15 th Inter¬ 
national Cable Television Congress and Ex¬ 
hibit organized by the Federation of Interna¬ 
tional Cable Television and Telecommunica¬ 
tion Association of the Philippines (FICTAP), 
wherein he called on all cable operators to activate their “community 
channels” for the Matalinong Panonood campaign.

Engagement with the Directors’ Guild of the Philippines 

(DGPI). MTRCB has participated in various activities, projects, and 
programs by different movie organizations and institutions to 
strengthen partnership with the key players in the movie industry, both 
mainstream and independent. 

MTRCB took part in the biggest get-together yet of Filipino directors 
dubbed as the “Directors’ Night,” which was organized by the Direc¬ 
tors’ Guild of the Philippines (DGPI). Part of the event was the induc¬ 
tion of the new set of officers, starting with MTRCB’s very own Vice 
Chairperson Emmanuel “Maning” Borlaza as the new DGPI Chair¬ 
man. 

MTRCB as an Independent Film Hub. Inspired by its resolve o 
promote Philippine independent films through its Special Rates for In¬ 
dependent Films, and consistent with its developmental mandate un¬ 
der Presidential Decree No. 1986, MTRCB continues to create pro¬ 
grams and to seek collaboration with Filipino filmmakers in working 
together for superior choice of films for the benefit of audience, film¬ 
makers, and the film industry. 

MTRCB envisions an “Independent Film Hub” as part of the Agency’s 
film and media literacy program. Under this initiative, film producers, 
directors, and writers will be able to interact with Board Members and 
the general audience, advancing both film appreciation and audience 
sensitivity. 

• On December 2013, MTRCB organized a film appreciation 
which showcased the film Sonata, attended by the entire MTRCB 
Board with the renowned directors of Sonata: Peque Gallaga 
and Lore Reyes

shares the goals and objectives of award giving bodies and film organi¬ 
zations in honoring Filipino movies and in promoting the talents and 
creativity of Filipino filmmakers. 

On 4 March 2014, MTRCB participated in the Cine Haraya 2014 
Awards Night, with Chairperson Villareal delivering the keynote ad¬ 
dress. 

Cine Haraya is a Short Movie Festival for Tondo youth organized by 
Dulaang Tobias Foundation, whose aim is to promote Filipino and 
Christian values, as these relate to the lives and orientation of Tondo 
youth. With this, the emergence of a new breed of movie makers from 
Tondo is assured. Significandy, Director Tony Y. Reyes and Chairman 
Villareal have agreed to hold a media literacy seminar for Tondo youth 
within 2014.

I Against Public Morals (SCCAPM) of the National law Enforce¬ 
ment Coordinating Committee (NALECC), an inter-agency body 
aimed at preventing crimes committed against public morals. 
Among the members of this sub-committee are the Department of Labor 
and Employment, Department of Tourism, Food and Drugs Administration, 
National Bureau of Investigation, Bureau of Immigration, the Metro Manila 
Development Authority, Optical Media Board, Philippine Ports Authority, 
and the Department of Foreign Affairs. 

The MTRCB is a regular member of the Gender Equality 
Committee (GEC) headed by the Presidential Communica¬ 
tions Operations Office (PCOO).

The MTRCB has entered into agreements with different organizations 
to strengthen its commitment to the development of both the movie 
and television industries and to protect the welfare of the more vulner¬ 
able sectors in the audience. 

Partnership with the Cultural Center of the Philippines- 
Cinemalaya. On 18 July 2013, MTRCB and the Cultural Center of 
the Philippines (CCP) signed a Memorandum of Agreement (MOA) 
which states that, subject to strict observance of guidelines, the exhibi¬ 
tion of any CCP-Cinemalaya produced films or of any films sourced 
by CCP shall be exempt from review and classification by MTRCB. 
However, the CCP undertook to self-regulate by norms reflecting the 
MTRCB’s own guidelines. However, in case of any film previously re¬ 
viewed and classified by MTRCB, the latter’s previously given rating 
shall automatically be adopted by the CCP. 



Partnership with the Philippine Psychiatric Association (PPA). 

MTRCB and the Philippine Psychiatric Association (PPA) also 
entered into a MOA last 25 July 2013. Under this agreement, both 
parties agreed to reinforce and strengthen the review and monitoring 
system of content regulation in matters of mental health issues on tele¬ 
vision programs and on films. 
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Partnership with Other Institutions 

To achieve this goal, PPA will assist MTRCB in providing adequate 
resource persons and other advocacy seminars and materials on the 
proper appreciation and understanding of mental health issues in mov¬ 
ies and television; while the MTRCB will support PPA’s strategic thrust 
of advancement in terms of mental health care and services, mental 
health advocacy and public information , and mental health research. 

Resource persons provided by PPA contributed significantly in the 
recent Ryzza Mae Dizon and Goin’ Rulilit cases. 
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Human Resources and Employee Initiatives 

The Board believes that a happy employee is an effective employee and 
has endeavored to create a culture of care and capability-enhancement 
for its staff. The following initiatives have been undertaken and are in 
the pipeline, as the case may be, to wit: 

• Activation of the labor-management committee to establish a vehicle of 
communication between the Board and its employees, further to the 
prevailing Collective Negotiation Agreement (CNA). Representing 
the Board are board Atty.. Noel Del Prado designated as over-all

ecutive Director with representatives from the MTRCB Employees’

• “Last Thursday Get-Together with the Chair.” This is an informal 
and more personal means of communication and fellowship be¬ 
tween the Chairperson and the Agency’s employees. 

• Strengthening of Cooperativism. In recent months, the Chairper¬ 
son and board member Del Prado have engaged the employees in 
strengthening and professionalizing the employees’ consumer coop¬ 
erative, without prejudice to its conversion to a multi-purpose one; 
as during the recent Family and Child Summit which was a vehicle 
for the said cooperative to offer its products (foremost of which are 
MTRCB souvenirs for guests, and visitors).

2014, MTRCB has 2,044 registered entities. 

On the Number of Reviewed Movie, Television, and Other Pub¬ 
licity Materials, and Issued Import/Export Permits. At the start 
of 2014 up to March, MTRCB has reviewed a total of 26,946 materi¬ 
als, of which majority were television programs and plugs (26,298 ma¬ 
terials). 

On Income Collection. MTRCB’s collection from January to 27

Filing of Criminal Cases Versus the Proliferation and Use of 
MTRCB Deputy Card. The MTRCB in its serious efforts to curb the 
proliferation and use of fake MTRCB Deputy Cards have issued 
Memorandum Circular No. 09-2013 which specifically enumerate 
measures to be undertaken by theaters to optimize the apprehension 
of persons in possession and those involve in the fabrication/creation 
of fake/falsified MTRCB deputy cards. 




Chairman To to showing the security 
features of real MTRCB deputy cards to 
Masambong Police Superintendent 
Pedro Sanchez. 


On July 22 and 24, 2013, recorded were 
two incidents on the production, pres¬ 
entation and/or use of falsified 
MTRCB deputy cards. We acknowl¬ 
edged the cooperation and vigilance of 
the respective theater managements of 
Sta. Lucia East Grand Mall in Cainta, 
Rizal and of Trinoma Cinema in Que¬ 
zon City for immediately reporting the 
matter to the MTRCB. The persons ap¬ 
prehended are now facing criminal 
charges for Falsification of Public 
Documents, Usurpation of Authority 
for Official Functions, and/or Viola¬ 
tions of Section 13 of P.D. 1986. 


The same affidavit was filed in Cainta 
Police Station, with Chief Registration 
Officer Atty. Ann Marie Nemenzo and 
Chief Legal Counsel Atty. Jonathan 
Presquito. 


These cases are now pending trial in 
court. 


The discharge of the monitoring func¬ 
tions of an MTRCB Deputy is an exer¬ 
cise of governmental mandate under 
P.D. 1986. This is a privilege granted to selected individuals and carries 
with its responsibilities in the proper use of such deputy cards. The 
production and/or use of fake cards is not only an affront to the 
MTRCB, but is a form of “cheating” against movie and theater indus¬ 
tries. It is also an abuse against our viewing public who are entitled to 
faithful compliance with the law. The MTRCB will continue to prose¬ 
cute these violations and protect the integrity of the deputization sys¬ 
tem. 
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Proposed Parental Guidance (PG) Rating for Movie Trailers. 

The Board is now considering allowing movie trailers with Parental 
Guidance (PG) rating which will only be allowed for screening of 
movies with a rating of PG or higher. 

MTRCB will enter into various Memoranda of Understanding with 
different institutions to strengthen partnership and to come up with 
various activities for the development of a value-based media and en¬ 
tertainment culture. 

Memorandum of Understanding with the Directors’ Guild of 
the Philippines, Inc. (DGPI). The partnership between MTRCB 
and DGPI aims to establish a framework of cooperation and dialogue 
and to come up with activities that will strengthen the film-making sec¬ 
tor. 

Memorandum of Cooperation with the Ateneo Human Rights 
Center (AHRC). The Ateneo Human Rights Center, on the other 
hand, will help MTRCB in organizing and conducting rights-based 
Gender and Children-Sensitivity Training Workshops and Best Prac¬ 
tices Conferences. 

Revival of MTRCB Mobile Application. As soon as the Board ac¬ 
quires a dedicated internet service, it will re-launch the MTRCB Mo¬ 
bile Application which was developed in partnership with the Poly¬ 
technic University of the Philippines (PUP). The App will contain 
more relevant information for the benefit of the users of the said mo¬ 
bile app. 

“MTRCB Uncut” Television Program. The MTRCB is slated to 
provide content for the revitalized PTV 4. This program aims to edu¬ 
cate viewers on the dynamics of ratings, classification self-regulation, 
and audience-sensitivity, and regard for media-vulnerable sectors such 
as women, children, and PWDs.
